It was also voted today to name the high school 
the Samuel D. Hanson,High School of Buxton. The interest 
on Mr. Hanson’s gift, which will amount to $200.00 annually 
will be used for the benefit of all the schools of the town, the 
high school to have the preference. A vote of thanks was 
given by the citizens present to Dr. Hanson for his gift and the 
school committee and superintendent of schools were author- 
ized to secure a suitable bronze tablet and have it placed on 
the high school building. It is hoped that pictures of Cyrus 
Woodman who was a most generous friend of his native town, 
Dr. Zenas P. Hanson who has so generously endowed the high 
schoo] and Samuel D. Hanson for whom it has been named 
may be placed upon the walls. 


The above is re-printed in order that the citizens, many of 
whom are new to Buxton, may understand just what is meant 
by calling our high school The Samuel D. Hanson High School 
and how it received that name.

In accordance with the request of your municipal officers, 
this department, represented by M. W. Bragdon, has completed 
an examination of the accounts of your town officials for the 
municipal year ended Feburary 4, 1942. j 

Our report, herewith submitted, was prepared from your 
town records and, to the best of our knowledge and belief, 
properly reflects the true financial condition of your muni- 
cipality as of that date; subject however to a probable shrink- 
age in the final settlement of unpaid taxes and tax deeds and 
to a substantial shrinkage’ in the impounded cash and trust 
fund accounts. 


The data obtained by us is summarized in the following: 


CASH 


All cash recorded as received was properly accounted for. 


Expenditures were made by check from properly authorized — 


warrants. 


The cash balance was reconciled with the bank as per detail 
shown. 


TAXES 


The 1941 tax commitment was added and found to agree 
with the Assessors’ records. The total commitment was ac- 
counted for by cash, abatements, tax deeds, or was still unpaid. 

The unpaid balances of prior years’ taxes were checked for 
payments and with the exception of 1936 and prior years’, the 
unpaid balances are also shown. The excise tax receipts were 
checked and, according to the records, all cash received had 
been properly deposited with the Treasurer. 


TAX DEEDS 


All tax deeds on file were checked and are shown by Sched- 
ule 3. According to the town records, these deeds are still un- 
paid. 
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TRUST FUNDS 

An examination was made*of the savings pass books and 
bonds covering trust fund investments. It appeared that all] in- 
come had been properly accounted for. The Samuel Hanson 
fund has been restored by ‘the town and invested in Govern- 
ment Defense Bonds. 

GENERAL 

A partial check was made of paid bills and payrolls and as 
far as our examination went, all appeared to be proper charges 
and correctly recorded. With the exception of cash and trust 
funds, no external verification was made of your asset or 
liability accounts.

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School Report 
To the Superintending School Committee and citizens of the 


Lown of Buxton— 


The annual report is herewith submitted: 


We appreciate the support that has,enabled our schools to 


maintain an excellent standard of work in the present crisis. . 


We are confronted with problems concerning teacher shortage, 
and increased costs in all lines and transportation problems. 
The greatest problem that we face is the teacher shortage. It 
has become increasingly difficult to find trained teachers for 
rural schools. Many teachers have been called to military 
service or have entered other lines of work where better sal- 
aries are paid. Fewer teachers are graduating; from Normal 
Schools and Colleges. 


NEW LEGISLATION 


A measure is pending before Legislature with a proposal 
that the subsidy to towns from school' funds to be increased 
$90 for each teaching position to towns that pay teachers at 
least $720 a year. Such legislation would restore some of the 
State School Funds that have not been available in vecent 
years. 


CHANGES IN SECONDARY EDUCATION 


There has been a great need for highly trained industrial 
workers. So gneater emphasis hag been placed on the teach- 
ing of science and mathematics in our secondary schools as 
a prevocational measure. Intensive training and speedup 
courses to be completed in a shorter time are offered in many 
schools. Many of these courses use instructional material on 
aviation and other war related subjects. 


We have received excellent cooperation in all of our schools 
in registration for war rationing, and in other Wartime ac- 
tivities. 
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BUS REGULATIONS 


Some of the regulations to conserve vital Transportation 
equipment are: 
Every School Bus by G. O. ODT 21 is required to have 
a certificate of War Necessity (Passenger cars excepted). 
Transportation shall be provided only for students. 
teachers, or school employees who would walk more than 
two miles to a school; or more than one and one-nalf 
miles to a school bus trunk line (with some exceptions for 
those residing on bus trunk lines.) 
The use of school busses shall be limited to the trans- 
portation of teachers to and from school (en route be- 
tween home and school with ODT exceptions.) 


COURSE IN AGRICULTURE IN THE HIGH SCHOOL 

The establishing of the course in AGRICULTURE IN the 
High School provides valuable training for a large group 
of students. This course provides instruction in modern farm- 
ing methods and farm projects; also training in machine shop. 
work and in carpentry. We have appreciated the appropria- 
tion that made possible the introduction of this course, and 
the purchase of excellent equipment; and the appropriation 
for the remodelling of the brick building at Buxton Center. 
This work was done in a very satisfactory manner: and this 
building provides ample space for the work in AGRICUL- 
TURE. The work of laying the second floor was done by the 
students as a project in carpentry. The cost of labor was saved 
in this instance and in other projeects while the students were 
learning. We were fortunate in securing Mr. Wayne Shipman 
as the teacher in view of the tedcher' shortage. Mr. Shipman 
has done excellent work as a teacher: and he has also organ- 
ized the course of study, and purchased equipment and fin- 
ished the remodelling for shop work.
